Hawthorne had a fine afcerooon for the wind- 
up of its fourth meeting. The wind wae a trifle 
atrong and tliia prevented faster time to a cer- 
tain extent Still the track was like paste- 
board and at its best and Georgia in the six and 
a half farlongs handicap hung up a new lecord 
for the distance. This filly carried 102 pounds 
and led from flag fall to finish. 

The handicap was third on the program and 
had seven starters. Burns was on Georgie and 
she. coupled with Bertha Nell, had first call in 
the betting at 7 to 5. Mr. Dwyer sent the field 
away to a perfect start after a delay of about 
ten minutes. Georgie was in front and Burns 
proceeded to go right on shout his busitiers. 
The filly went down the brck stretch like a 
streak and reeled off the first half in4St seconds. 
She went to the five-eighths in 1:00 flat and the 
three-quarters in l;12i. For an instant below 
the eighth post she eeemed to be in distress, but 
those bshiud her were also leg-weary, and, un- 
touched by whip or spur, Georgie finished in 
1:191, erasing the record of 1 : 19^, previously 
shared by Wernberg and Irish Rtel. The fight 
for the place between Flemora and Bertha 
Nell was a desperats one, and ths former got the 
verdict by a nose. 

Ed Corrigan's sensational two-jear-old 
Golden Rule won the three-quarters race for 
younsslers of his age. Be hdd ICl, pounds 
and Vitiioe up and did somesbiog that no other 
horse his ever done on a Chicago racetrack. 
That is, he stepped the first half mile iu 461 
seconds. This naturally put him far in fiout i 
and out of harm's way and at the'fiuish he was 
easing up six lengths in front of Silver Fizz, 
-and sh, beat Sam Puillips a length and a half. 
Deipice the heavy wind that was blowing up 
the stretch and the fac: that Golden Rule was 
eased up. he ran the thras-quircers in 1:16. 

That Df. Nembula is a speedy colt was again 
shown. He was a natnral 1 to 2 shut for the 
first race, wnich was a, ons m le, and won run- 
ning away in 1 :40i. He had little or nothing to 
b )at and rnlane, who was supposed to be bis 
most fornidabla opponeut, ran as though be 
had a bad ni ght, finishina at the sixteenth post. 
Thit a maideu like K nulet bjat Tulaoe as far 
as ha did lo jgel ba lly and would be dillicalt 
to explain . 

Tne steeplechase was abiolutely one of the 
cleane-it ever ran over any race course. It also 
furnished an exceptionally close finish. Vanity 
was the favorite and heavily backed. He won 
but it was due to jockey F. Doane's skill. 
The bey handled th, Corrigan horse to perfec- 
tion during ths early part of the journey, and 
when tne pinch came rods like a major. Afier 
clearing the last fence it narrowed down to a. 
battle bitween Vanity, Qypceiver and Bellamy. 
All through the last eighth the trio was fighting 
bard. Doaoe was not on the bast horse bat he 
rode with judgment and never once drew his 
whip. He sat still and nursed Vanity cleverly. 
On the other band both Green aud Eggerson wlo 
rode Bellamy and Gypceiver were kicking and 
whipping fur all they were worth and did not 
seem able to keep their horses straight. The 
coaseqaenee was that Vanity got the decision 
by a h-sad and Bellamy bsat Gjpceiver the 
same distance for the place. 

King Bermuda looked like a cinch for the 
mile and a quarter race but jockey Vitiloe, in 
bis effort to make a close finish with Barn , 
made a mess of It and, aiihoogh he was cnilis 
best burse, succeeded iu gattiug beaten by 
PaceBiaksr aud Barns. 

Bight on top of Vititos’s bad ride on King 
Beroauda he squared himself most heantifully 
by his clever handling of Berrano. The latter 



horse was a strong favorite and ridden to per- 
fection, won by a head on the poet. 

The program was a grand one and the racing 
was of high class. 

Jockey Dugan is exonerated from any blame 
in connection with the running of the filly 
Oconee. 

Mr. Jerry Driscoll left Saturday morning for 
San Francisco. He, Mr. Condon and Paddy 
Ryan have the field books at the Oakland 
track, and Mr. Driscoll has gone out to take 
charge of them. 



ANOTHER RULtD OFF. 



The judges at Hawthorne have annonnced 
the following decision in the case of steeple- 
chase jockey Boyce: 

September 4, in the steeplechase race of that 
day, j ckey F. Boyce bad the mount on the 
horse Chenier. In the race, with bis horse 
fighting to go on, he alternated bstweeu second 
and third positions. Jnst before reaching the 
sixth jump, be deliberately pulled bis horse 
over aud persisted iu trying to crowd the horse 
Gypceiver outside of the flag and interfered 
with him in every possible way. Jnst before 
reaching the seventh jump be palled bis horse 
ont of the race, coatiuned on and with the 
horse’s bead pulled up so hard he could not 
see, struck and f sli going over the last jump. 

Chenier is a grand jumper and has won ell of 
his races by going right to the front. Every 
action of Boyce indiceted his purpose was to 
lose the race and incidentally take ctre of Gyp- 
csiver. Chenier was a natnral first choice and 
Gypceiver a contender. 

Jockey F. Boyce is ruled off the turf, and 
shonld we bs able later to connect others with 
his riding, this ruling is to apply to them as 
the case may appear respectively.

Bcaiicbamp’s riding has not be'>n above 
snspicii n oaring the season, especially upon 
the borsss H roics, Sam Fallen, Title, Murat, 
Del Paso 11., Serrano, Algareta and Rifle. 

Our investigation has been searcoing and 
together with evideiice ob.ained some we-iks 
ago leaves nc donbi as to his guilt, which in 
uur opinion jnstifiss the must extreme panish- 
meut.
